Their object was both educational and phi- 
lanthropic, not charitable. The food thus 
prepured was offered for sale to people in 
lodgings and to working girls and others for 
lancheons at prices below the cost of private 
purchase and preparation. The kitchen has 
proved successful and had a steady growth 
since ite inception.

The body of Mphael P. Kelley, who was 
local freight agenjof the Big Four road un- 
tu last Thursday | week ago, when he sud- 
denly disappear@, was found inthe Missis- 
sippi River abouj fourteen miles below Cairo, 
III., Saturday porning, arrived here this 
morning. Tidpgs of the discovery of the 
body did not/reach St. Louis until yes- 
terday mornigg, when Chiet Desmond re- 
ceived a telogram from P. Maloney, Oity 
Marshal of Caijo, III., notifying him that the 
remains had been buried and asking for in- 
structions. is news fell like a thunderbolt 
among the frhnds of Kelley; many of them 
were loth to believe that he had committed 
sdicide. Kelley had been in the rallroad 
business for nearly twenty-five years, and 
most of the time he put in with the Big Four 
system. He was a married man, and re- 
sided with his family at 2546 North Grand

avenue. He earned an excellent salary, and 
a few years ago purchased the residence he 
occupied. Kelley went in debt to buy this 
place, and owing to other financial troubles 
was unable to cover the indebtedness on his 
home. In addition to this a brother, named 
Maurice Kelley, gave him considerable 
trouble. Michael took a deep interest in his 
brother’s welfare, and secured him several 
good positions. On several occasions when 
Maurice was in hard straits Michael called 
upon his friends, not having the means 
himself, and raised various sums of 
money, which. he claimed, he needed to 
straighten out the affairs of his brother. 
It is claimed that Michaeland his wife got 
along happily together, Dut a very close 
friend of the family is responsible for the 
statement that onthe morningof Thursday, 
June 20, the day he disappeared, Kelley and 
his wife hadalittlespat. Itissaidthat in 
leaving the house Kelley told his wife that he 
would never enter it again. All that day he 
was sullen and morose. Toaad to his troubles 
he called on his brother Maurice, and the lat- 
ter showed him a telegram from the superin- 
tendent of the Clover Leaf releasing him from 
his position as local freightagent. ‘This tele- 
gram greatly worried Michael, and he left 
a trife angry because Maurice had not 
him earlier of his discharge. 
On Thursday evening he was seen sober, but 
dejected, at the Union Depot, and, it is said, 
that afternoon he was seen on Levee and 
Spruce street. It is surmised, however, that 
Kelley took an Iron Mountain train to some 
point south or that he went direct to Cairo 
and plunged off the Cairo bridge. It is 
scarcely plausible that the body could have 
floated from St. Louis to Cairo before being 
picked up. 

ARRIVAL OF THE BODY. 


This morning John Sheahan of the firm of 
Harrigan & Sheahan, undertakers, returned 
from Cairo, III., whither he went Sunday 
evening to have the remains of Kelley 
shipped to St. Louis. An un- 
dertakers’ wagon was at the depot 
when the train arrived, and into this the 
metallic casket ae the badly decom- 
posed body was placed and conveyedto the 
rooms of Harrigan & Sheahan’s establish- 
menton Morgan street near Jefferson ave- 
nue. The news that the remains had arrived 
was then carried to Mrs. Kelley, 
she was greatly grieved yesterday 
when she heard that her husband’s body had 
been fished out of the river, but this morn- 
ing she was quite frantic and suffered con- 
siderably from nervous prostration. She is 
alsoina delicate condition, which renders 
her case quite pitiful, She is 
surrounded by 
tives, however, 
all in their power to relieve her suffering. 
The remains of the deceased laid all morning 
in the dreary undertaking parior over the 
livery stable, and but one relative of the 
family called. Maurice Halloran, the grocer 
on Eighteenth street and Cass avenue. who 
is a brother-in-law of deceased, appeared at 
the stabie to take a look at the remains and to 
ascertain what arrangements had been made 
for the funeral. Maurice Kelley, the brother 
did not put in an appearance, however, an 
no one seems to know or care where he is or 
what he may do. 

WILL BE BURIED FROM THE CHURCH. 

This morning Mrs. Kelley decided that the 
funeral should take place to-morrow 
morning at 9 o’clock from the fresi- 
dence, 2546 North Grand avenue. It 
was thought that the suicide theory 


being so strong, the pastor of St. Theresa’s 
Catholic Church would not permit the re- 
mains to receive the benefit of the church 
service and burial in consecrated ground; 
but the coroner, who held the inquest at 
O’Brien’s Landing, below Cairo,did not bring 
in a verdict of suicide. He 1 declared 
it a case of drowning, which settles all 
doubt in the mind of the pastor. The pall- 
bearers will be chosed from the different 
societies of which Kelley was a member. He 
belonged to the St. Louis Council No, 1, 
Knights of Father Mathew; the Marquette 
Council American Legion of onor 
Merchants’ Exchange and the National 
Union of Rallroada Employes. 
From these or izations and 
rivate insurance policies supposed to have 
een carried and paid up by deceased, it is 
estimated that he will leave fully from $10,000 
to $18,000 insurance to his wife and other 
relatives.

DISASTER AT CHICAGO.

BARDWELL’S BLUNDER. 

The reports from Bardwell, Ky., state 
that a great change has taken place in the 
temper of the people who engaged in the 
lynching of the negro Miller, There is no 
exultation over the deed, but in its place 
have come remorse and gloom, Doubts 
are expressed with reference to the guilt of 
the lynched man. 

This reaction of feeling among the people 
is the natural result of a resort to mob law. 
The Bardwell people have come out of a 
frenzy in which their uncontrollable pas- 
sions were permitted to overthrow the law 
and the safeguards of society, upon which 
every citizen must depend for the mainte- 
nance of his rights and the security of ‘his 
life. The doubt of the man’s guilt, the 
fact that he was executed without due 
process of law and conviction by jury and 
court, suggest the core of the evil 
and the wrong of mob law. The 
hanging of a guilty criminal is a small 
matter, but the killing of any man fora 
crime without legal trial is a matter of in- 
calculable importance to society. This 
strikesdown the dearest right of a citizen 
and saps the foundation of just gov- 
ernment. The punishment of the guilty 
isan immeasurably less important func- 
tion of the Jaw than the protection of the 
innocent and the safe guarding of the 
rights of all to fair trial. If the wild 
judgment of menin passion is to be sub- 
stituted for legal trial asa means of pro- 
tection and punishment, no one's life is 
safe. 

The Bardwell people may well feel gloom 
and remorse. They have been brutalized 
by a murderous orgy. They may have 
killed an innocent man, but even if his 
guiltis clear, they have trampled under 
toot a right in the maintenance of which 
every citizen is vitally interested. Life is 
not as secure in Bardwell as it was before 
the lynching. Every man is the possible 
victim of popular passion when it is 
aroused by an atrocious crime. Lynchings 
inflict worse injuries upon communities 
than the crimes which cause them.

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JINGOISM AND PLUTOCRACY. 


Ina suggestive article on the relation 
between the domestic and foreign policies 
of nations a writer in the Arena points out 
the bearings of one upon the other and 
shows how international politics is based 
almost wholly upon the regulations of 
home affairs. 

In modern times, plutocracy and jingo- 
ism go hand in hand. War is the richest of 
all opportunities for the classes which ac- 
cumulates the wealth produced in times 
of peace by the masses, and the 
growth of bluster in diplomacy is 
due directly to a very clear understand- 
ing that patriotism has a commercial 
value which the privileged are eager to 
get. This isin line with the ideas of many 
liberal politicians in Hurope who are try- 
ing to rouse the people to a sense of the 
absurdity of killing each other for the 
benefit of the idle and lazy. 

When once the proletariat of the na- 
tions realize that their interests are identi- 
cal irrespective of nationality, says this 
writer, ‘‘that theircommon enemies are 
the monstrous systems of taxation, which 
make it possible for plutocracies to prey 
upon them—then they will no longer con- 
sent to fight against each other. 
Protective tariffs, subsidies and all special 
privileges will then go the way of other 
medieval survivals, passing from the files 
of modern legislation into the text books 
of ancient history to serve as terrible ex- 
amples to the children in the schools. 
This is sound Democracy of the Jeffer- 
sonian variety. It fixes the responsibility 
for the present discontent where it be- 
longe—upon avicious system which has 
grown up through the tolerance and neg- 
ligence, ignorance perhaps, of the people.

A STING GING "REBUKE. 


In a letter to the Secretary of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Missions the Rev. A. A. 
Fulton, a missionary at Canton, China, 
tells an interesting incident relating to 
the conduct of the Chinese with reference 
to the Geary deportation act. He says 
that, intending to erect a chapel at Quong 
Tung, a shop was purchased for the pur- 
pose, but placards were posted about the 
town denouncing the Christians. He ap- 
plied to the local magistrate for protec- 
tion, showing him copies of the treaty be- 
tween China and America and the Em- 
peror’s edict against inflammatory plac- 
ards. The rest is better told in his own 
language: 

It was the 5th of May, the very day wen 
the Chinese were to be ejected from our 
country and herelI was askiug this magis- 
trate for protection: What did he do? He 
said: ‘*Treaties must be kept. He put our 
proclamations all over the city, saying that 
we came here to do good and threatened with 
punishment any who would dare to disturb 
us. 

There isa stinging rebuke from heathen 


China to Christian America in this inci- 
dent, and Christian America merits it. 
We have had little regard for justice and 
honor in our dealing with the Chinese. 
The rule of the Chinese Magistrate that 
‘treaties must be kept“ has been ill ob- 
served by us. The Geary act is itself not 
onlya violent and insulting abrogation of 
a treaty, but involves an act of injustice. 

The conduct of China has been dignified, 
forbearing and in every way creditable in 
this matter. She deserves better treat- 
ment than we have given her, The paving 
ofthe way to an honorable settlement of 
our difficulties with the Chinese by the 
repeal of the unjust features of the Geary 
law is one of the important duties of Con- 
gress, The end we desire can be reached 
without meriting rebuke from a heathen 
nation. 


CHAMP CLARE. 

The Hon. J. B. Olark, who wants to be 
known as Champ, isa clever, sound-think- 
ing man, with a lot of mannerisms which 
appear affectations to strangers, but which 
are really only the droll ways of a droll man. 
He has read and thought much on public 
questions and is probably as well equipped 
for his congressional duties as any man 
could be who has had no actual experience 
in the way of the ‘‘bear garden.’’ Besides, 
he is a Democrat in the best sense of the 
word—a Democrat by inheritance and 
education. 

But he has made a mistake at the outset 
of his career which may spoil it. In his 
anxiety to attract attention to the West 
and show provincials of the seaboard 
States that Uncle Sam's dominions are not 
bounded on the west by the Allegheny 
Mountains he adopted a programme which 
answered his purpose well enough, but 
did not disclose the real merit and capacity 
of Champ Clark. 

It is hard to live down the reputation of 
aclown. Sunset Cox never succeeded in 
winning the high place to which his 
talents entitled him, because people would 
not believe that a joker was equal to the 
serious concerns of life. Proctor Knott 
did do useful work after he made fame as a 
humorist by cracking another man’s joké, 
but he will never make up for the time 
lost. Other instances are less conspicuous 
than these two, because the Congressional 
harlequin seldom gets beyond his ‘first 
term. Constituents do not hire their rep- 
resentatives to play the fool. 

Mr. Olark has a talent for foolery,but he 
has also a better talent which will be use- 
ful to the country and serviceable to him- 
self, It is to be hoped that he will drop 
harlequining and take to serious wofk be- 
fore it is too late. He has told the people 
of the East of the strange unknown land 
west of the Alleghenys. They all know of 
its existence; now he should go on and 
correct their impression that it is peopled 
exclusively by bombastic Pike Countians 
and country store jokers. ‘ 
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HERR LIEBKENECHT hit the buil’s. eye 
when he declared in the German Parlia- 
ment yesterday that ‘‘the Government did 
not want an increased army because it 
feared France or Russia, but because it de- 
sired to fortify itself against the German 
people.“ This is a blunt expression of the 
conviction of a large partof the people. 
But there is in the situation that which the 
advanced section can look upon with equa- 
nimity no matter how large the army is. 
It is that with every increase in the num- 
ber of soldiers more Sotialists are trained 
in war, When the time comes for im- 
perialism to face socialism the latter will 
not be unprepared.

TERRIBLE VOLCANOES. 


Few People Imazine What One of Them 
Can do. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

Kew people in this country. imagine what 
terrible work a volcano of the regulation 
size can do when it once gets fully aroused. 
In 1838 Cotapaxi threw its flery rockets more 
than 3,000 feet above the crater, and in 1857 
when the blazing mass confined in the same 
mountain was struggling for an outlet it 
roared so loud that the awful noise was 


heard for a distance of 600 miles, . 

In 1797 the crater of Tunguragua, one of 
the great peaks of the Andes, flung out tor- 
rents of mud and lava, which dammed up a 
great river, opened new lakes, besides mak 
inga deposit of seething mud, ashes and 
lava 600 feet deep over the whole area of a 
valley which was — | miles long and 
averaged 1,000 feet in width, 

_The stream of lava which flowed from 
Vesuvius in 1887 and passed through the val- 
ley of Terre dei Greco is estimated to have 
contained 833,000,000 cubic feet of solid mat. 


In 1760 Atna poured out a food of melted 
stones and ashes which covered eighty-four 
square miles of fertile country to a depth of 
from ten to forty feet. 

On this oceasion the sand, scoria, lava, 
etc., from the burning mountain formed 
Mount Rosint, a peak two miles in circum- 
ference and over 4,000 feet high. 

In the eruption of Vesuvius in the year 79 
A. D., the time of the destruction of Pompei! 
the scoria, ashes, sand and lava vomited 
forth far exceeded the entire bulk ot the vol - 
cano Itself, while in 1660 Altna disgorged over 
twenty times its own mass. | 

Vesuvius has sent its ashes into Syria 
Egypt and Turkey, It hurled stones of 800 
pounds weight into Pompeii, a distance of

EARTHQU4KE SHOCK. 


Two Tramps Supjosed to Have Been 
Blown to Aton — 4 Hole Forty Feet 
Deep Torn in the Earth—Debris fcat- 
tered Far and Wide—Casualties of a 


Day. ’ 


Denver, Colo., july 10.—At 5 o’clgek this 
morning a maggzine containing two tons 
of dynamite ant belonging to the Home 
Powder Co., located seven miles from this 
city, exploded {with terrible force. The 
shock was felt af over the city. The earth 
shook as thougl from an earthquake, win- 
dow glasses of the houses within two 
miles of the explosion were de. 
stroyed and a small house near the 
Magazine was completely demolished. 
Pieces of brick were blown over several hun- 
dred acres of ground and a hole torn in the 
earth over 40 feet deep. A hat and the torn 
shreds of clothing were found near by, and it 
is feared two tramps, who are supposed to 
have been sleeping near by, have been blown 
toatoms. The cause of the explosion is not 
known, . 

PANIC ON A STEAMER. 

BuFrFaLo, N. I., July 10.—The excursion 
steamer Eldorado ran aground on Horse 
Shoe reef shortly after midnight, and for a 
while it looked as though theaccident, which 
was in itself light, would prove disastrous. 
There were about 100 passengers on board at 
the time, among them many women, 
and the coolness of the  boat’s 
officers prevented a _ serious panic. 
The boat runs between this city and El 
Dorado, on Grand island, down the river. 
The night was perfect and a greater crowd 
than usual remained until the last boat. A 
portion of the people were landed at the foot 
of Ferry street, and =" boat started for the 
foot of Main street. o get there it had to 
cut across the end of Lake Erie. In. doing so 
the wheelmap misunderstanding the 
captain’s steered to the 
wrong buoy and ran on 
the shelving reef. The boat struck bard, 
and the passengers were thrown into a state 
of wild excitement. Women and children 
screamed and a rush was made for the side 
ofthe boat. Signals ot distress were sounded 
and for haifan hour the greatest turmoll ex- 
isted. Finally the tug Cherry came out and 
aided’ by the life-saving crew, lifted the peo- 
ple out of the cabin windows and transferred 
them to the tug. 


A VICTIM TO THE LIVE WIRE. 

TOLEDO, O., July 10.—This morning Louis 
Nape of the Toledo Electric Light Co. was 
instantly killed while working at the top ofa 
pole. He was fixing what was supposed to 
be a broken and dead wire. Unfortunately, 
it had come in contact with a live wire 
and the insulation burned off. Nape’s 
heel touched a grounded telephone wire and 
his body completed the circuit. He fell, still 
clinging to the wire, and the limp body 
caught on a rope suspended between the 
poles and hung in midair, smokin and 
flashing and smoking at the pointsof con- 
tact with the wires. When the body was cut 
down it was found that the flesh had been 
burned away tothe bones on the hands and 
one foot.

Loxpox, July 10.—Further dispatches con- 
cerning the Skegness yacht state that all the 
persons drowned were railway buiiders. The 
yacht Stannon Lyon, said to carry six 
passengers, took out thirty of them. 
When well out the yacht was overwhelmed 
bya thunder- storm. The darkness of the 
sky, combined with the rain, obscured the 
yacht from the view of those on shore 
at the time of the accident. 
After the alr cleared the yacht was seen, 
bottom up, with three men clinging to her. 
The other twenty-seven had been drowned. 
An old fishboat, the only craft available, was 
launched and the three survivors were 
brought ashore. Twelve bodies have been 
recovered.

Just Made for Asparagus. 

The first-essential of a well-arranged summer 
table is the jardiniere. This should be 
simple. A swan of pale pink or green Ger- 
man china is a novelty. The body of the 
swan between the wings holds the flowers. 
A pink swan laden witht ferns produces a 
pretty effect. 

A new design for a berry dish looks much 
like a deep, scalloped shell. It is ot fancy 
Dresden china, faint green and white, with 
just a touch of silver. In the hollow 
of the shell the berries are heaped, 
and right above them are two stand- 
ards, one to hold tue eream pitcher 
and the other the sugar bowl. This novelty 
may be bought for $5.95. 

The green corn sets are the most tempting 
bits of china imaginable. They consist of 
one long, deep plater and six plates. They 
come in fine white china with a hand- painted 
rim of tiny yellow ears entwined with green 
stalks, while one most natural appearing ear 
is painted in the center. If you purchase 
one of these sets you should have a corn 
dolly to wrap around the steaming ears. 
Have it made of fine linen, fringed with two 
or three small ears of corn, embroidered in 
washable silk in each corner. 

On Sunday morning, when you have broiled 
chicken for breakfast, you will needa set of 
bone dishes, Some of the prettiest seen are 


shaped like a miniature canoe. They are 
made of china of buff tint, and have the ap- 
pearance of birch bark. 

A rather expensive dish is made for 
asparagus. It is of Dresden china, with 
a ‘gravy pitcher in the center, and 
places for the asparagus at each side. The 
price is $3.75. This dish may be used for an 
entree which requires a sauce, 

In the way of dishes for olives, radishes 
and pickles there is an extensive collection 
of novelties from which to choose. A cut- 
glass, three-leafed clover is one design. An- 
other represents a small lettuce leaf witha 
naturally tinted radish for the handle. 

The most exquisite of egg-cups are seen. 
One set of white china of veritable eggshell 
quality, with an open-work gilt standard 
aM xed tothe saucer, in which the egg-cup 


rests. 
Dishes for cracked ice come in colored glass 
and range in price from $1.50 to the cut-glass
